difficult to perform effectively.

ing the "other business" 
portion of the agenda, Russell's 
statement was: 


County Endorses 
Continued Plans 
For TRA Project 


Navarro County Judge Rob 


Dunn revealed 
during the 


county commissioners meeting 
Tuesday he is drafting a letter 
to the House Appropriations 
Committee pledging support of 
the county to the Trinity River 
Project, which was defeated by 
a majority of Trinity Valley 
counties and voters in the 
March 13 bond election. 


The letter, addressed to Joe 


L. Evins in the House of 
Representatives and 
John 


Stennis in the Senate, pledges 
full support from Navarro 
County. According to Dunn's 
letter, 
"The people 
are 


unanimous in their support of 
this project, and on behalf of 
Navarro 
Coiunty and the 


County Commissioners Court I 
pledge the support of our 
County in every way." 


The letter concludes 
by 


stating, "We whole heartedly 
request appropriation of funds 
for the Corps of Engineers Civil 
Works Project in the Trinity 
River Basin of Texas." 


Judge Dunn also said he, and 


probably the county com- 
missioners, will travel to 
Washington during May 23 and 
24 to testify before the House 
Appropriations Committee in 
favor of the Trinity Project. 


The pledges of support toward 


the project were made in 
response to a letter from Trinity 
River Authority President John 
M. Scott asking for Navarro 
County backing. 


Scott said in his letter to 


Dunn, "The appearance before 
and brief statement of a 
representative 
of 
Navarro 


County 
will 
contribute 


materially to the appropriation 
of the requested funds... 


The approval of these ap- 


propriations will move closer to 
completion design work on the 
Trinity River Project." 


Scott said other governmental 


units in the 17-county Trinity 
basin will receive invitations to 
express support of the project. 


"I have a grievance I wish to 


bring before the City Com- 
mission today. This grievance 
involves the clash of per- 
sonalities that exists on the City 
Commission. 


"The present conflict that 


exists on the City Commission 
has made it increasingly dif- 
ficult for me to properly ad- 
minister the business of the 
City. I welcome an open and 
honest conflict of ideas such as 
we had on the City Commission 
when I came to Corsicana. 
Many good policies came out of 
these debates, and everyone 
remained friends once the 
issues were resolved. 


"Unfortunately, the present 


conflicts cannot be resolved by 
debate because they are based 
on personalities and not on 
policies. How ridiculous the 
situation has become was 
demonstrated at the last 
Commission meeting when it 
took less than two minutes to 
adopt 
a 
$280,000 
revenue 


sharing budget and one hour in 
a closed meeting to decide 
whether or not the Police Chief 
was justified in his recent 
selection of a patrolman to fill a 
vacancy on the Police Depart- 
ment. 


"If the City is to function 


properly, I must be free to make 
recommendations without fear 
of reprisal. Whether or not my 
recommendations are accepted 
is unimportant. 
With the 


present split in the City Com- 
mission based on personalities, 
this is impossible for me to do. 


"I have been asked several 


times lately whether or not I 
can count. This question was 
intended as a threat, and it was 
indicated that I should oppose 
Mayor Youngblood because she 
is now out-numbered three-to- 
two. I can differ with the Mayor 
on ideas, and have done so, but I 
cannot oppose her as a person 
because I have seen her work 
too hard and do too much good 
for the City of Corsicana. 


"Besides, I feel that her 


philosophy pretty well reflects 
the thinking of the vast majority 
of the citizens of Corsicana in 
light of the fact that she just 
recently won re-election by a 
large majority over one of the 
best commissioners we have 
had in Corsicana." 


Russell closed his prepared 


statement by saying "I hope 
this situation can be corrected, 
because I can't take much more 
of this." 


There was no official reaction 


among commissioners, but a 
round 
of 
applause 
was 


registered by the unusually 
large audience in attendance.

Information that this area has been declared a disaster area 
was verified by Bill Cullen of the Office of Emergency 
Preoaredness. the spokesman said. 


Navarro County submitted a report considered by 


Washington in assessing the damages to this county. It is 
estimated that $232,739 in damages to public property was 
caused bv the tornado. 


County Judge Rob Dunn said this morning he had not 


received formal notification of the declaration, but said it is 
"great that the people of this community will get benefits of 
taxes they send in to the federal government. 


Navarro County is ready to help implement the programs 


as soon as possible, whatever the programs may be."

Assembly for 1973-74, a position 
presently held by Comm. P. D. 
Fullwood: 


The agenda notes that the 


Commission will consider a 
resolution expressing Cor- 
sicana's appreciation to the 
Cities of Waxahachie and Ennis 
and to Navarro County for 
assistance in the tornado clean- 
up. 


City officials also are slated to

Controversy Erupts In City Commission

It took only about half an hour 


for the Corsicana City Com- 
missioners to dispose of the bulk 
of agenda items before em- 
barking on the 
controversial 


business which turned the 
commission room into a verbal 
battleground during a great 
portion of the remaining two 
hours of Tuesday's 
regular 


commission meeting. 


Actually, the meeting started 


off on a note of controversy 
shortly after the commissioners 
and audience uttered the last 
words 
of 
the 
pledge 
of 


allegiance. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


Jr. moved to change the 
minutes of the previous meeting 
by inserting a paragraph about 
a secret meeting in which ap- 
pointments were made to 
various boards. 


Comm. 
Geral 
Nichols 


seconded Stroube's motion to 
add 
to the 
minutes 
the 


paragraph 
which 
read: 


"Immediately 
before 
the 


Commissioners, 
the 
City 


Manager and City Attorney 
recessed to the City Manager's 
office for the closed meeting, 
the reporters for the press and 
radio were invited to attend. 
The reporters were asked to 
please use discretion, and when 
no assurance was given by the 
newspaper 
reporter 
that 


discretion would be used, the 
invitation was withdrawn." The 
motion passed, but Mayor Sue 
Youngblood abstained from 
voting and noted that she was 
not present during the portion of 
the commission meeting when 
this incident took place. 


When agenda item No. 13, 


listed 
as 
"Mayor 
ap- 


pointments", came up, Mayor 
Youngblood thanked Comm. 
Stroube for presiding at the last 
meeting while she was absent. 
She said the commissioners 
made "one mistake" in making 
board appointments at that 
meeting, however, "and that 
was that they made their ap- 
pointments in a secret meeting 
which is not legal. So, I'm going 
to re-do these appointments." 


THE MAYOR CAME to the 


meeting with a list of names of 
people she said have agreed to 
serve on the various boards to 
which she wished to appoint 
them. Several times during the 
meeting, the Mayor reminded 
Commissioners 
Stroube, 


Fullwood and Nichols that it 
had taken a great deal of time 
and trouble to find people to 
agree to serve on the boards and 
that it is not their place to go out 
offering the board positions to 
people they want serving at 
these posts. 


"I feel that my respon- 


sibilities are clearly defined in 
the City Charter," Mayor 
Youngblood said. "It says the 
Mayor will make appointments. 
You either confirm them or you 
come up with nominations of 
your own. If you don't like that, 
the thing for you to do is to have 
the City Charter changed." 


Appointments to the Navarro 


County 
Action 
Committee 


Board of Directors were tabled 
with Mayor Youngblood voting 
against the motion to table after 
she named Guy Rushin and 
Delma Ware as her ap- 
pointments to the NCAC board. 
Fullwood is presently the City's 
representative to NCAC. 


Fullwood noted that Ware has 


been asked to serve as a 
technical advisor to the NCAC 
board and would be utilized a lot 
more in that position than he,, 
would be as a board member. 
Mayor Youngblood read a letter 
from Ware saying he would not 
have time to serve as a 
technical advisor for NCAC 
because the work would take 
time from his regular duties as 
director of municipal services. 
Ware said at the meeting that 
he had agreed to serve as an 
NCAC board member because 
the board meets at night and 
meetings would not interfere 
with his regular job. 


Fullwood moved to table the 


NCAC appointments. Stroube, 
who seconded the motion, 
commented that he would like 
to nominate Geral Nichols to the 
post. Fullwood said he wanted 
to talk to NCAC Director 
Jerome Vacek about the 
matter. 


THE 
MAYOR'S LIST of 


appointments to the Board of 
Equalization was also tabled by 
a 
3-2 vote 
with 
Mayo- 


Youngblood 
and 
Commm. 


Robert M. (Bob) Scott II voting 
against tabling. 


Mayor Youngblood said Dr. 


H. Lively Brown had asked that 
his name as appointee be with- 
drawn on the request of his 
pastor-parish group asked him 
to withdraw. 


The Mayor then asked that 


J.C. Buchanan, Jr., Julian Bell 
and Joe Fogg be appointed to 
the Board of Equalization. A 
motiion by Scott to accept the 
appointments never received a 
second. While the Mnyor was 
calling for a second to the 
motion, Stroube interrupted 
saying, "Can we discuss this? 
Who is Buchanan?" He asked 
about Buchanan's qualifications 
to serve on the board and 
commented, "I don't even knov^ 
the guy." He asked how the 
commissioners could vote on 
them if they do not know the 
people. 


"Well I can't help it if you 


don't know all these people," 
Mayor Youngblood replied. 


The Commissioners accepted 


two of Mayor Youngblood's 
appointments to the Planning 
and Zoning Board, but rejected 
her appointment of Albert 
Sanders. 


Mayor 
Youngblood 
said 


Sanders should be appointed 
because "we don't have a black 
man serving on this board" and 
the board makes a lot of 
decisions which affect the East 
Side of Corsicana. 


P&Z Board Member Joe York 


suggested 
the possibility of 


expanding the number of board 
members from seven to nine. 
Mayor Youngblood pointed out, 
however, that with only seven 
people on the board, they could 
not get up a quorum for the last 
meeting. 


Another appointment was 


that of P.O. Fullwood as City's 
voting representative to the 
North Central Texas Council of 
G o v e r n m e n t s 
G e n e r a l 


Assembly. 


Richard Parker of KAND 


Radio appealed to the com- 
missioners to take action to get 
City Manager Jack Russell to 
continue his appearances on a 
program 
about 
the 
city 


manager's 
office. He said 


Russell at first said he would be 
glad to do the program, but 
recently sent the station a letter 
saying he would no longer do the 
program. 


"I didn't say I'd be glad to do 


it, I said I'd do it," Russell 
corrected Parker. 


No formal action was taken 


by the Commission. 


Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission as an advisory board to 
make recommendations on 
operation and improvement. 


CITY 
MANAGER JACK 


RUSSELL will ask the Com- 
mission to authorize purchase 
of a storm drain easement 
where South 13th Street dead- 
ends at West llth Avenue across 
to West 12th Avenue. Russell 
said a need was discovered for 
this easement when the City 
was bebuilding the South 
Beaton Street 
bridge and 


cleaning out the creek. 


Several matters tabled at the 


last meeting for further study 
are on the agenda for possible 
action Tuesday.

the golf course. 


Also tabled at the April 17 


meeting for further study and 
possible consideration Tuesday 
is the proposed closing of East 
Fourth Avenue from North 
Ninth Street east to the Cotton 
Belt Railroad. The city attorney 
was designated to investigate 
whether the City could close the 
unopened but dedicated street, 
a portion of which has been 
rented out for a blacksmith 
shop, and either give the 
property or sell it to adjacent 
owners by quit-claim deed. 


ALSO TABLED 
WAS the 


proposed closing of Pace Street 
requested by Industrial Metal 
Fabricators, which has offered 
to purchase a portion of the 
dedicated but unopened street 
west of its plant. This item was 
shelved until it could be 
determined if the City has or 
can obtain an easement from 
TP&L for right-of-way access 
via the old Interurban right-of- 
way for a property owner who 
objected. The City Manager 
said this has not been resolved. 


The Commission is slated to 


give final approval to or- 
dinances closing an alley in 
Block 339 and to two zoning 
ordinances: one to grant 
Leonard Yarborough a specific 
use permit for a kindergarten at 
106 West First Ave., and 
another granting to Kenneth

Lack of Quorum Cancels Action

Boortz to present the city's 
financial records.

the mayor show us his books," 
Pappas said, noting that several 
attempts have been made to see 
the city's financial records but 
the mayor has not complied 
with requests. 


"One councilman has been on 


there (the City Council) for five 
years but has never seen the 
city tax rolls," Pappas said. 


Asked by this reporter who he 


meant by "we," 
Pappas 


replied: "There is a bunch of 
people who would like to know 
what is going on. People like to 
know where the money is 
coming from and where it is 
going." 


Pappas also said there has

When Mayor Boortz was

Cauthen said. "Our ordinance is 
not worth ten cents if we don't 
have anyone to go out on the 
job." The councilmen agreed 
that Cauthen was the most 
qualified person to handle the 
job. 


Cauthen said an electrical 


code would be presented at the 
next meeting 
in June. A 


plumbing code, exactly like one 
which was being prepared for 
the Council's consideration, was 
discovered already on the books 
in Italy, Cauthen told the 
Council; however, it has never 
been enforced because there 
has been no inspector. 


Two representatives from 


Metroplex Properties Inc. of 
Dallas, which is developing a 
331 acre industrial-commercial 
district near Italy, asked the 
Council to prepare a list of 


restrictions to limit the kinds of 
industry which 
would 
be 


allowed to use the area. 


Mayor Cauthen declined the 


request saying: "We don't know 
what you want. We would like 


you to draw those restrictions 
for our approval." 


Mike 
McAlister, 
from 


Metroplex, said the restrictions 
for the area, which will be 
called Metro Park South, will 
have to be reviewed by the 
North Central Texas Council of 
Governments. 
McAlister 


assured the council that no 
industries which emit "ob- 
noxious fumes" 
would be 


allowed to locate in the park. 


Both the Council and the 


Metroplex 
representatives 


agreed the park should be 
annexed by the City. Cauthen 
said the City would assume the 
responsibility of maintaining 
the streets and utilities in the 
park but "we don't want anyone 
to come in and put in something 
inferior that we have to 
maintain," Cauthen warned. 
McAlister assured Cauthen that 


all plans for utility lines and 
streets would be presented to 
the Council before work is 
started. 


The first two streets in the 


industrial area, Owen Road and 
Gallrnan Road, named for 
Councilman Alvin Owen and 
City Secretary Miss Maurine 
Gallman, should be completed 
in 18 months, McAlister said. 


In other business the Council 


approved the appointment of 
Miss Gallman to her 22nd year 
as city secretary.
